The demon Fire cut loose again last 
week ‘and destroyed from eight to 
ten thousand acres of forest.” It 
started. in section 27, town 27-2, in 
the forest reserve.

From a tiny smoke it quickly 
developed into a. raging. monster.

YIELD OF BAY. . 


Soybeans and Sudan grass as em- 
-ergency hay crops where seedings of 
egumes have béen winter-killed. are 
recommended by the farm crops de- 
partment ‘at Michigan: State College. 

Soybean hay has about the same 


fecding value ds alfalfa hay, and the 
yield of hay will average two and 
one-half tons an.acre. Soybeans are 
usually planted the last. of May or the 
first of June, in 28 inch rows, 
Manchu, to San, and Midwest. are 
: the varieties that usually are most 
satisfactory for Michigan conditions. 
. Soys. are.ready to cut for hay in 
late August or early. September. Un- 
der bad weather conditions, the hay 
can be cured satisfactorily by using 
. the McNaughton system. 
; Sudan grass makes a good emerg- 
ency pasture crop. When sown the 
last of May, it will be ready for. pas- 
ture. in July. The seed is drilled. at 
the rate of 20 to 25 pounds to the 
acre. A drill set to sow two pecks 
of wheat to the acre will sow the 
required amount of Sudan. grass seed. 
For hog’ or sheep’ pasture, rape is 
a satisfactory crop. From three to 


five pounds of seed to the acre is;. 


required. If the field is divided so 
that the stock can be shifted from

Chauncey M. .Depew has passed 
away at the age of ainety-four -years. 
The former senator from.New York 
and chairman of the board of directors 
of the New York Central railroad suc- 
cumbed to pneumonia at his residence 
In the metropolis only a. few days 
after his return from a trip. to Florida. 
Bord in ‘Peekskill in. 1834, Mr. Depew 
was educated at: Yale ahd then was 
adnitted to the bar. He was active In 
politics all his life trom his twenty- 
first. year and attended every Repub- 
lican national convention as a dele- 
sate since 1888 with the exception of 
that of 1924, At the 1888 convention 
he received 99 votes. for the Presiden- 
tial nomination, He served two terms 
as United States senator, from.
